It 10 a curious fact that nothing was 
ever heard of this testament of Peter the 
Great until in the first decade of the nine- 
teenth century—that is to say, nearly 100 
years after his death. 

According to the learned coun- 
cor, Dr. Bailleu, director of the state 
archives a* Berlin, there is abundant doc- 
umentary evidence in those archives to 
show that the testament is a forgery of a 
political offender of the name of Sokol- 
micki, who spent the last two years of the 
eighteerth century in a dungeon of the 
fortres# pf St, Peter and St. Paul at St. 
Petersburg, which forgery subsequently 
came into the hands of a literary agent of 
Napoleon I. of the name of Lesueur in 
Paris, who submitted it to his master, 
the French emperor. 

The emperor was quick to see the ad- 
vantages to be derived from this forgery, 
and it was at his instance that it was 
first circulated in France. 

This story has been confirmed by the 
eminent Russian historiah, Dr. Berkholz 
of Riga, where he fills the office of

Deplores Opposition Fight. 

“In waging this fight against the un- 
restricted spread of the contagion of foot 
and mouth disease, much opposition and 
failure to promptly report infection has 
been encountered, and to this fact cam be 
charged at least 50 per cent more out- 
breaks than would have otherwise oc- 
curred. 

“The “culmination of the opposition 
against effective work in completely erad- 
icating the disease previous to this date 
was reached when the state veterinarian 
was served with an injunction against the 
further slaughter of affected herds, thus 
preventing the best known method of 
successfully eradicating the disease. 

“ Uniess this injunction is soon dis- 
solved, all of the work so far done will 
be of little or na avail and the live stock 
interests will be confronted by rigid fed- 
eral quarantine of this state for years 
to come.“ 


Asks Eight Foot Channel. 

Among other recommendations, Gov. 
Dunne urged the legislature to authorize 
the construction of an eight foot water- 
way between Joliet and Utica, which 
would open a channel from the great 
lakes to the Gulf of Mexico of the same 
depth now maintained in the Mississippi 
river. In such a waterway the present 
drainage canal, twenty miles of the I- 
nots and Michigan canal, and forty-five 
miles of the Illinois river would be util. 
ized. 
The specific recommendation of the 
governor to the legislature was the au- 
thorization of the issuance of bonds, not 
to exceed $3,500,000, to finance the work. 

Divers plans for the development of 
a waterway between Lockport and Utica 
have been formulated and discussed be- 
fore the public,” the message stated, 
“but the different legislatures of the 
state have never succeeded as yet in 
formulating a law for that purpose and 
placing it upon the statute books. 


Time for Action. 

“In my judgment, the time has ar- 
rived for prompt action. If an adequate

The beneficent effects of the operation 
of the utilities law are already apparent 
on every hand," the executive said. “ Dis- 
criminations in ratés and service have 
been eliminated, and it may now be said 
that strict rate uniformity prevails among 
all the utilities of the state.

Good, fat steers again attracted an ag- 
greasive demand from packers and ship- 
pers at Chicago yesterday and sales were 
made at an advance of 10@25c from Mon- 
day's values. Plain steers valued at §7.00 
and lower were not included in the ad- 
vance, however, and prices of cows, heif- 
ers, bulls, and calves showed little im- 
provement. Total receipts of cattle were 
only 6,600 head and the light supply 
proved beneficia! to the market. 


steers topped at $8.30. 


New York and Boston were added to the 
eastern markets which have passed reso- 
lutions barring shipments of live stock 
from Chicago. This made four prominent 
eastern points that refuse to allow Chi- 
cago shipments to come within their bor- 
Gers, Pennsylvania and Ohio being the 
other two. The embargo enforced by 
New York and Boston authorities was not 
Generally known at the opening of busi- 
bess here and a number of eastern ship- 
pers, who bought stock, were unable to 
move the cattle out of the yards, because 
the railroads refused to accept consign- 
ments to the eastern pointsaffected. 

Hog prices sold 106150 lower than on 
Tuesday and closed at a net decline of 250. 
Receipts were posted at 42,000 head ana 
packers were good buyers at the reduc- 
tion, but shipping demand was greatly re- 
Stricted by adverse rulings in regard to 
live stock shipments within eastern 
States. Prices closed lowest since last 
Thursday, with best hogs selling at $6.80 
end the bulk at $6.60@6.70. Pigs were 
Ode lower, being hit hard by the east- 


ern situation. 


Sheep and lambs sold mostly 10@15c 
lower, although buyers tried to get larger 
eoncessions at the start. Receipts of 11,- 
@00 head met with an uncertain demand, 
but were eventually cleared. Heavy year- 
ng wethers made §7.25 and lighter 
weights sold at $7.85. Lambs topped at 
$8.75 to city butchers, while packers paid 
$8.50 and lower for what they needed.
